WASHINGTON, April 13—'/Pi—A dazed and ques­ 
tioning world today watched H arry S. Trum an pick up 
the banners of w ar and peace that slipped from the life­ 
less fingers of Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 
Stunned by the shock of 
its 
leader’s 
passing, 
a 
m ourning nation gave solid backing to the gray-haired 
man in the gray business suit who became president of 
the United States at 7:09 last night. 
Chiefs of state and m ilitary affairs assembled at the 
White House today to help President 
Trum an 
assume 
w artim e leadership of the government. 
Secretary of State Stettinius, whose knowledge of the 
international situation was second only to that of the 
late President Roosevelt, arrived to join Mr. Trum an at 
10:15 A. M. (EW T). 
Top military commanders were due 
minutes later. 
Stettinius was ushered into the room where Presi­ 
dent Trum an was working. 
The military chiettains summoned w ere Fleet A d­ 
miral William I). Leahy, the late president's military a d ­ 
viser; Fleet Admiral Ernest J. King, chief of the Navy; 
G eneral George C. Marshall. Arm y chief of staff; Sec­ 
retary of War Stimson, and Secretary of the Navy For- 
restal. 
These grave consequences dealt with a question m ark 
raised throughout the world by the death of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt— intimate of Allied w ar leaders—and the in ­ 
tricacies of international relations. 
What of 
the

chief of state. Harry Trum an of Missouri? 
The new President announced he would try lo carry 
on the Roosevelt policies. 
He asked the cabinet to stay 
on. gave assurance that the United Nations Conference 
will nj>en in San Francisco April 25 on schedule. 
There w eir reports at the White House, not yet offi­ 
cial, that Mr. Trum an may address a

After a 20-miuute m inute con­ 
ference with the new president 
Stettinius left hurriedly

Mr. Trum an's first conferences 
apparently gave immediate direc­ 
tion to his statem ent after taking 
the oath last night that one of his 
prime tasks would be to prosecute 
the w ar vigorously on all fronts. 
The assumption was that the 
new chief would devote the major 
portion of his day to familiarizing 
himself with military conditons all 
over the world. 
As one of his first official acts,

the finishing touches to a procla­ 
mation calling for a national day 
of m ourning tom orrow in tribute 
to the memory of his predecessor, 
Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt 
who

House east room tomorrow with 
burial in the family plot at Hyde 
Park, N. Y„ Sunday morning. 
As Truman began his first full 
day in the office to which he as­ 
cended from the vice-presidency, 
he summoned Hugh Fulton, New 
York and Washington lawyer, to 
work with him in the executive 
offices. 
Fulton, former counsel for the 
Senate War Investigating Commit­ 
tee of which President Truman 
once was chairman, has been m en­ 
tioned for attorney generalship if 
changes are made in the cabinet. 
These transcended such impor­ 
tant questions as the likelihood 
that the new chief chief executive 
will want to meet as soon as pos­ 
sible with Prime Minister Church­ 
ill, whom he knows slightly, and 
Premier Stalin, whom he knows 
not at all.

A tragic though painless death halted it abruptly yesterday as the 
nation's 31st president seemingly was about to see the fruition of his 
plans for bringing lasting peace to a w ar-ridden world. 
He was 63 last 
January 30. 
Death came unexpectedly at 4:35 P. M. (EW T) in a simply fu rn ­ 
ished bedroom ct his pine mountain cottage. 
The cause: A 
massive 
cerebral hemorrhage. 
Mr. Roosevelt came here March 30 for one of his periodic visits to 
-erk rest and to bask in the sun. He had planned to stay another week, 
return to Washington, spend a day and start out again for a cross­ 
country trip to San Francisco to open the World Security Conference 
April 25. 
All this now is up to his suc­ 
cessor, H arry S. T rum an of Mis­ 
souri, with the aid of a sym pa­ 
thetic Congress.

For the third time in the coun­ 
try’s long search for peace—for 
the second time with tremendous 
world effect—a great American 
leader has been stricken in the 
very crisis time of all his efforts. 
Had Woodrow Wilson retained 
his health, and Abraham Lincoln 
his life, and had they been able 
to outweigh their opponents, the 
history of America and the world 
would have been far different. 
Only with the passing of time 
will we know the effect of Frank­ 
lin Roosevelt’s death at the same 
Warm Springs where he once re­ 
gained full use of the life which 
was to have such a terrific impact 
on people everywhere. 
While President Roosevelt had 
been even more the commander- 
in-chief than 
other 
war-presi- 
dents and while his personal con­ 
sultations with our 
Allies 
on 
military matters had been all-im­ 
portant, there is consolation on 
this point. 
The war with Ger­ 
many is all but over. 
Plans for 
the completion of the war against 
Japan are so far advanced as to 
make the need for large-scale re 
vision unlikely. 
The fitting or 
non-fitting of Russia 
into 
the 
Japanese campaign is the only re 
maining 
military 
imponderable. 
Either way the effect in that quar­ 
ter will be principally on the time 
end strength required for victory, 
rather than in the disposition of 
British and American forces. 
Like Wilson and Lincoln. Frank- 
ftn Roosevelt had passed his war 
crisis. 
The crisis he faced was 
peace. 
Not only 
victory 
over 
present armed enemies, but over 
the issues which make wars, was 
the goal he had pursued. 
He did 
It with all the power and hope of 
the United States behind him, and 
even his bitterest political oppon­ 
ents seldom felt competent to go to 
the mat with him on his interna­ 
tional intentions. 
But his very 
personality meant that his 
rela­ 
tions with Joseph Stalin. Winston 
Churchill, and other world lead­ 
ers—yes. with Charles De Gaulie 
—took on a peculiarly personal 
color. 
It leaves us wondering as 
to the future, knowing that we 
have lost a leader who had been 
strangely sensitive to and moulded 
by 12 years of international crises, 
military and economic.

The w ar w ith G er­ 
many is all bu t over. 
Plans for

Japan are so far advanced as to 
make the need for large-scale re ­ 
vision u nlikely.

Japanese cam paign is the only re ­ 
maining 
m ilitary 
imponderable. 
Either way the effect In that q u a r­ 
ter will be principally on the time 
and strength req u ired for victory, 
rather than in the disposition of 
British and A m erican forces. 
Like Wilson and Lincoln. F ra nk ­ 
lin Roosevelt had passed his w ar 
crisis.

A G RE A T deal of discussion 
has recently arisen because of the 
question as to whether or not vac­ 
cines are useful in the treatment 
of colds. The general concensus at 
present would seem to he that not 
a great deal is to be gained in most 
instances hy the widespread use of 
such preparations, although they 
may be found of value in certain 
persons.

The protection 
against cold« which develops in the 
body during an attack does not last 
very long. 
According to Doctor Anderson 
C. Hilding of Duluth, Minnesota, 
immunity against colds cannot be 
brought about by vaccines, nor is 
there any protection attained by- 
spraying a vaccine into the nose 
and throat. The use of vitamin 
products, cold hath and exorcise is 
thought by many to be equally in­ 
effective. The administration of 
sulfonamide drug 
has been sug­ 
gested a« a method of prevention, 
but because of the danger of ie- 
actions from these preparations, 
thetr widespread use in the pre ­ 
vention of colds would hardly ap­ 
pear advisable. They may help in 
the prevention of complications. In 
places where large groups of peo­ 
ple get together, such as in a hos­ 
pital or similar institution, disin­ 
fection of the air with antiseptic 
chemicals may be effective in pre­ 


venting the spread of colds. 
In the treatment of colds, the 
main efforts are directed toward 
relieving the symptoms. 
Drugs 
such as codeine and papaverine 
may be of help in shortening an 
attack

enough. 
These 
preparations 
must, 
of 
course, he given by a physician. 
A person with a cold may well 
he isolated, not only for the protec­ 
tion of those around him, but also 
for his own protection, so that 
germs from other persons may not 
be transmitted to him. The breath­ 
ing in of steam often will relieve 
the congestion in the nose and 
throat. A drug such as ephedrir.e 
in salt solution may he dropped 
into the nose, and this also may 
a;d in opening the passageway. 
The sulfonamide drugs 
have 
come into widespread use in the 
treatment of colds. Their chief 
value is in the prevention of com 
plications such as ear infections, 
severe sore throat, or pneumonia. 
W hen 
any of these conditions 
threaten, the physician will pre­ 
scribe the proper sulfonamide drug 
in tho right dose. 
Of course, a patient with a cold 
will do best if he remains at rest 
in bed so as to prevent chilling and 
fatigue. The complete answor to 
the problem of cold 
has, as yet, 
not been found,
